The owners and managers of our street-car 
lines and stages owe the public greater protec- 
tion against ruffianiem than they afford.

Ié is not very at- 
tractrve work to engage in an altercation with s 
drunken man or a professional bruiser, and the 
insults and indecency, which the management 
fails to suppress, are rather borne in silent dis- 
gust and unnttered protest. For all this, these 
common carriers should be required to furnish a 
conductor to preserve order, and do their own 
business of collecting fare. No one doubts that 
their receipts fully warrant the extra expense.

Prof. O. A. Young, of Dartmouth College, read 
a paper at the current session of the American 
Scientific Association, a synopsis of which was 
published in Tun Trrsunz of Friday.
